Chastened auto exees pledge 
eoncessions for huge bailout 

WASHINGTON I Humbled and fighting for 
survival, Detroit’s once-mighty automakers 
appealed to Congress with a retooled case 
for a huge bailout Tuesday, pledging to slash 
workers, car lines and executive pay in return 
for a federal lifeline. GM said it wouldn’t 
last till New Year’s without an immediate 
$4 billion and could drag the entire indus- 
try down if it fails. 

General Motors Corp., 
asking for as much as 
$18 billion to keep afloat 
and survive even worse 
economic storms, painted 
the direst portrait to date 
of what could happen if 
Congress doesn’t quickly 
step in. “There isn’t a Plan B,” said Chief 
Operating Officer Fritz Henderson. 

Democratic leaders have said they might 
call Congress back next week to pass an auto 
bailout — but only if the carmakers show they 
have plans to stay viable with the help. 

Ford CEO Alan Mulally, GM CEO Rick 
Wagoner and Chrysler chief Bob Nardelli all 
planned to road-trip to Washington in fuel- 
efficient hybrid cars for hearings on Thursday 
and Friday. Mulally and Wagoner both said 
they’d work for $1 per year if their firms took 
any government loan money. 

Ford, in far better shape than GM and 
Chrysler, asked for a $9 billion “standby line 
of credit” to stabilize its business but said it 
didn’t expect to tap the funds unless one of 
Detroit’s other Big Three went bust, (ap)

President-elect vows 
to work with leaders 
to revitalize economy 

PHILADELPHIA I President-elect 
Barack Obama promised swift 
action Tuesday on an economic plan 
“to solve this crisis and to ease the 
burden on our states,” and he cast 
governors as his partners in crafting 
a recession-rebound strategy. 

“This administration does not 
intend to delay in getting you the 
help that we need,” Obama said as 
he met with the chief executives 
of most states and sought to rally 
bipartisan support for an economic 
stimulus. 

The president-elect has set a goal 
of saving or creating 2.5 million 
jobs to boost the economy, which 
experts say has been in recession 
for the past year. His aides and 


congressional leaders have been 
discussing the outlines of a mea- 
sure that could exceed $500 billion 
over two years. 


Obama and Vice President-elect 
Joe Biden spoke to the bipartisan 
group of governors at historic Con- 
gress Hall. 


Republican and Democratic gov- 
ernors, nearly all of whom are strug- 
gling with budget deficits because 
of the recession, sat at desks in the 
hall, with no separation by party. 
They included former and possibly 
future political rivals, such as GOP 
Govs. Bobby Jindal of Louisiana 
and Sarah Palin of Alaska. 

Obama called the meeting the 
start of a partnership, and said he 
will go beyond asking governors 
to implement the economic plan 
that will include tax cuts for “hard- 
pressed middle class families” and 
increased federal spending. 

“We are not going to be ham- 
pered by ideology in trying to get 
this country back on track. We want 
to figure out what works,” Obama 
added, drawing applause that start- 
ed with Mississippi Gov. Haley Bar- 
bour, a former GOP national chair- 
man.

SAN FRANCISCO I A husband and 
wife were arrested after an ema- 
ciated, terrified and nearly naked 
17-year-old showed up at a gym 
with a chain locked to his ankle, 
saying he had just fled his captors, 
authorities said Tuesday.

The boy came into a fitness cen- 


ter Monday wearing only boxer 
briefs and covered in what appeared 
to be soot, said Chuck Ellis, a man- 
ager of the In- Shape Sports Club. 
The teen was scared someone was 
going to come after him and asked 
to be hidden, Ellis said. 

“He said, ‘Don’t let them get me; 
don’t let them get me,”’ Ellis said. 
“He was totally terrified.” 

The boy said he had been held 
captive for nearly a year, said Ellis, 
adding that he looked as if he was 


only 10 to 12 years old. 

Police arrested Kelly Layne Lau, 
30, and Michael Schumacher, 34, 
late Monday after questioning the 
couple, Tracy police spokesman 
Matt Robinson said. 

They were booked on charges 
of torture, kidnapping and child 
abuse, and were set to appear in 
court Thursday, according to online 
jail records. 

Police still were seeking Caren 
Ramirez, 43, the boy’s aunt, on 
suspicion of participating in the 
alleged abuse, Robinson said.

Nixon Aides Dished the Dirt 


Newly released memos 
show presidents staff 
helped discredit critics 

WASHINGTON I In Richard Nixon’s 
time, all the president’s men fret- 
ted about threats on every front: 
disquiet out on the streets, dis- 
loyalty inside the administration 
and trouble from political oppo- 
nents who had to be discredited 
at any cost. 

Documents released Tuesday 
show Nixon’s operatives dishing dirt 
on the president’s critics and pub- 
lic figures, including their marital, 
mental and drinking problems, and 
struggling to contain public unrest 
over the war in Vietnam. 

Alabama Gov. George Wallace 
was branded a “psychotic” who 
could be useful in making trouble 
for his fellow Democrats. Thomas 
Eagleton’s treatments for mental 
illness were reported to Nixon’s 
secretary before that disclosure 
forced him to resign from the 1972 
Democratic ticket.

The Nixon Library, run by the 
National Archives, opened nearly 
200 hours of White House tape 
recordings and 90,000 pages of doc- 
uments in its latest release of mate- 
rial from his administration. 

The records show that Nixon 
kept an exceptionally close eye on 
anti-war and civil rights protests, 
even the most benign. 


Even as he campaigned toward a 
landslide re-election in 1972, Nixon 
felt besieged on multiple fronts. 

In an August 1972 memo to his 
chief counsel, Charles Colson, he 
complained that New York busi- 
ness and financial writers were in 
the bag for Democratic opponent 
George McGovern “and are trying 
to do us in.” 

That attitude permeated his 
staff, the documents suggest, as 
aides looked for ways to take on 
unfriendly organizations and peo- 
ple. White House staff assistant 
John R. Brown III appealed in one 
memo for “a coordinated Congres- 
sional and columnist attack on the 
question of the Urban Coalition’s 
tax exempt status.” 

Even the government’s statisti- 
cian did not escape political scru- 
tiny. The knock against him, as 
related by a December 1971 memo 
from Colson, was that he stuck to 
numbers, “applies little imagina- 
tion to the statistics” and is “a very 
poor advocate for our point of view.”

GAO: Bailout Oversight Inadequate 


Auditors say there isn’t 
a system for tracking 
how the fimds are spent 

WASHINGTON I The government 
must toughen its monitoring of 
the $700 billion financial bailout 
to ensure that banking institutions 
limit their top executives’ pay and 
comply with other restrictions, fed- 


eral auditors said Tuesday in the 
first comprehensive review of the 
rescue package. 

The Treasury Department 
has no mechanism in place to 
track how institutions are using 
$150 billion in taxpayer money that 
the government injected into the 
banking system as of last month, the 
Government Accountability Office 
said in its report to Congress.

The auditors acknowledged the 
program, created to help stabilize 
a faltering banking system, was 
less than 60 days old and has been 
adjusting to an evolving mission. 

But the 72-page report was 
bound to feed congressional con- 
cern that banks and other institu- 
tions are not being properly moni- 
tored. 

In a response to the GAO, Neel 


Kashkari, who heads the depart- 
ment’s Office of Financial Stability, 
said the agency was developing its 
own compliance program and indi- 
cated that it disagreed with the need 
to work with regulators. 

So far, the government has 
pledged to pour $250 billion into 
the nation’s banks in return for par- 
tial ownership. It also has agreed 
to provide $40 billion to the trou- 
bled insurer American Interna- 
tional Group. Another $20 billion 
of the money was invested in Citi- 
group. (AP)

Report: U.S. Warned India of Attack 


Official says gunmen 
traveled by boat from 
Pakistan to Mumbai 

MUMBAI, INDIA | The gunmen who 
attacked Mumbai set out by boat 
from the Pakistani port of Kara- 
chi, then later hijacked an Indian 
fishing trawler that carried them 
toward this financial capital on 
their suicide mission, a top police 
official said Tuesday. 

As evidence of the militants’ 


links to Pakistan mounted, Mum- 
bai police commissioner Hasan 
Ghafoor said ex-Pakistani army 
officers trained the group — some 
for up to 18 months — and denied 
reports the men had been planning 
to escape the city. 

“It appears that it was a suicide 
attack,” Ghafoor said, providing no 
other details about when the gun- 
men left Karachi, or when they 
hijacked the trawler. 

The revelations came as a senior 
U.S. official said India received a

warning from the United States 
that militants were plotting a water- 
borne assault on Mumbai. The 
Bush administration official, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitive nature of 
intelligence information, would not 
elaborate on the timing or details 
of the U.S. warning. 

The Indian government is 
already facing public accusations 
of security and intelligence failures 
after suspected Muslim militants 
carried out the three-day attack in 


Mumbai last week, killing at least 
172 people and wounding 239. 

Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice is to arrive Wednesday, and 
the U.S. is pressuring Islamabad to 
cooperate in the investigation of the 
siege that paralyzed Mumbai and 
left six Americans dead.

Iraqi judge declares

BAGHDAD I Saddam Hussein’s noto- 
rious cousin Ali Hassan al-Majid, 
or “Chemical Ali,” received a sec- 
ond death sentence Tuesday — this 
time for crushing a Shiite uprising 
in the wake of Iraq’s defeat in the 
1991 Gulf War. 

Al-Majid muttered, “Thanks 
be to God,” as chief judge Moham- 
med Oreibi al-Khalifa declared him 
guilty and imposed the sentence at 
the end of the trial, which began in 
August 2007. 

Al-Majid already faces the gal- 
lows after being convicted last year 
for his role in the killing of tens of

Cruise vessel speeds 
away after bandits fire 
shots in Gulf of Aden 

NAIROBI, KENYA | The luxury Amer- 
ican cruise ship steaming across 
the Gulf of Aden with hundreds 
of well-heeled tourists just might 
have been too much for Somali 
pirates to resist. 

But the six bandits, riding in two 
skiffs and firing rifle shots at the 
gleaming ship, were outrun in min- 
utes on Sunday when the captain 
of M/S Nautica gunned the engine 
and sped away, a spokesman for the 
company said Tuesday. 

Still, the implications — had 
the pirates hijacked the ship — 
added a new dimension to the 
piracy scourge, as NATO foreign 
ministers groped for solutions at a 
meeting in Brussels and the Unit- 
ed Nations extended an interna- 
tional piracy-fighting mandate for 
another year. 

The potential for massive ran- 
som payments from the families 


of tourists may encourage similar 
attempts, especially following the 
capture of a Ukrainian cargo ship 
laden with tanks and a Saudi tanker 
carrying $100 million in crude. 

Tim Rubacky, a spokesman for 
Oceania Cruises Inc., which owns 
the Nautica, said one pirate skiff 
came within 300 yards of the cruise 
ship and fired eight rifle shots at the 
vessel before trailing off. 


“When the pirates were sight- 
ed, the captain went on the public 
address system and asked passengers 
to remain in the interior spaces of the 
ship and wait until he gave further 
instructions,” Rubacky said. ‘Within 
five minutes, it was over.” 

He said the ship still plans to 
return through the Gulf of Aden. 
‘We believe this was an isolated inci- 
dent,” he said.

D.C. Taxi 
Fare Hike 
Proposed 

A task force examining the District’s 
taxi industry is recommending an 
increase in fares. 

Leon Swain, chairman of the 
D.C. Taxicab Commission and one 
of the 13 members of the task force, 
said the final decision will be made 
sometime next year before the full, 
seven-member commission. 

The task force has been meeting 
for about a year. It is made up of 
people representing various inter- 
est groups, including taxi drivers, 
representatives from limousine 
companies and riders. D.C. Coun- 
cil member Jim Graham, D-Ward 
1, also sits on the task force. 

Among its recommendations 
were to remove a limit on the 
number of licensed cabdrivers in 
the District, get rid of the fuel sur- 
charge and increase the per-mile 
meter rate. 

Once a cab ride begins in the 
District, a drop rate of $3 is auto- 
matically assessed to begin the 
fare, followed by a charge of $1.50 
per mile. 

District taxis began using time- 
and-distance meters in June.

LINTHICUM, MD. | Far fewer patients 
have been flown to Maryland trau- 
ma centers in the eight weeks since 
the fatal crash of a state police 
helicopter, the head of the agency 
that coordinates state’s emergency 
response said Monday. 

Dr. Robert Bass spoke before a 
panel that will recommend chang- 
es to Maryland’s medevac program 
on Tuesday. He said part of the 
decrease in flights since the crash 
can be attributed to a new proto- 
col under which paramedics con- 
sult with trauma surgeons before 
deciding whether certain patients 
who don’t have obvious injuries 
should be flown. 

But Bass also said he was con- 
cerned that some patients who need 
to be flown are instead being taken 
to hospitals by ambulance. 

“I think people are apprehen- 
sive,” Bass said, adding that emer- 
gency care providers “don’t want to 
be looked at as being people who 
abused the system.” 

Bass noted that the decision to 
fly the two patients who were in 
the helicopter that crashed Sept. 
28 and killed four of the five people 
aboard “was completely consistent 
with protocols.” 

The two young women had been 
in a car accident and showed no 
obvious signs of trauma, but the 
state protocol calls for patients to 
be flown if their vehicles have sus- 
tained heavy damage, because such 
damage can cause internal injuries.

Troops Defer Job Hunts for a Time 


Military sees rising 
rates of re-enlistment 
in the tough economy 

FORT RILEY, KAN. I Sgt. RyanNyhus 
spent 14 months patrolling the 
streets of Baghdad, where five 
members of his platoon were shot 
and one died. As tough as that was, 
he would rather go back there than 
take his chances in America’s bru- 
tal job market. 

Nyhus re-enlisted last Wednes- 
day, joining the growing ranks of 
soldiers choosing to stay in the 
U.S. military because of the bleak 
economy. 

“In the Army, you’re always 
guaranteed a steady paycheck and 
a job,” said Nyhus, 21. “Deploying’s 
something that’s going to happen. 
That’s a fact of life in the Army — a

fact of life in the infantry.” 

As the stock market has cra- 
tered and the housing market has 
collapsed this year, more young 


members of the Army, Air Force and 
Navy decided to re-up. While sev- 
eral factors might explain the rise in 
re-enlistments. Pentagon officials

acknowledge that bad news for the 
economy is usually good news for 
the military. 

In fact, the Pentagon just com- 
pleted its strongest recruiting year 
in four years. 

“We do benefit when things 
look less positive in civil society,” 
said David Chu, undersecretary of 
defense for personnel and readiness. 
“What difficult economic times give 
us, I think, is an opening to make 


our case to people who we might 
not otherwise have.” 

The retention rate of early career 
soldiers in the Army has risen 
steadily over the past four years and 
now stands 20 percentage points 
higher than it was in fiscal 2004. 
As for the Navy and the Air Force, 
early and mid- career sailors and 
airmen re-enlisted at a higher rate 
in October than during the same 
period in 2007. 

Army Spc. Alicia Fauls, 20, had 
two years to go when she re-enlist- 
ed last week at Fort Riley, home of 
the Army’s 1st Infantry Division, 
which has one brigade in Iraq, one 
headed home and another preparing 
to ship out. She has not been sent 
into the war zone yet but knows an 
assignment in Iraq or Afghanistan 
is probably in her future. 

“I did have only two years left, 
but I’m not sure what I would do,” 
Fauls said. “It’s harder to find jobs. 
If I do wait to get out, the economy 
should be in better shape.” (ap)

Campbell Lashes Out at His Critics 


Struggling Redskins 
QB says some of fans’ 
complaints are ‘absurd’ 

REDSKINS I With the Washington 
Redskins having the day off, quar- 
terback Jason Campbell took a rare 
one-day break from football yes- 
terday. Instead of reviewing game 
film or going over the playbook, as 
he normally would do, he decided 
to just relax at his townhouse and 
take his mind off the game. 

A once-promising season is 
threatening to slip away, with the 
Redskins having lost three of their 
last four games. And as is typical 
in the NFL, criticism of the team’s 
quarterback is intensifying with 
each loss. 

Frustration by fans — not to 
mention some of the area’s sports 
radio and TV pundits — boiled over 
after Sunday’s 23-7 loss to the New 
York Giants. Callers filled talk radio 
programs with attacks on Camp- 
bell’s performance, with many say- 
ing he should be benched in favor of 
backup Todd Collins, the man who 
led the Redskins’ late-season, four-

game winning streak that resulted 
in a playoff berth a year ago. 

There is no quarterback contro- 
versy in the Redskins’ locker room, 
and head coach Jim Zorn reaf- 
firmed on Monday that Campbell 
remains the team’s starter. Even 
so, the soft-spoken Campbell, who 
turns 27 on Dec. 31, is unaccus- 
tomed to this level of scrutiny. 

“People just don’t understand,” 
Campbell said. “Right now. I’m get- 
ting all of the blame, and, yeah, it’s 
tough. ... People are basically throw- 
ing me under the bus right now, and 
here I am still trying to get estab- 


lished in this league. 

“But I’ll accept all the blame, 
because the same ones who are 
riding me right now were the same 
people [earlier] this year that were 
saying something a whole lot dif- 
ferent. I’m smart enough to know 
that it’s not all on me.” 

Among fans’ most repeated com- 
plaints about Campbell are that he 
does not show enough emotion on 
the sidelines and that he does not 
throw enough deep passes. Camp- 
bell brushes aside the criticism. 

“People are really getting absurd 
with the stuff they’re saying right 
now. I’m the quarterback of this 
team, and I work hard to prepare 
myself and be a leader. You can’t tell 
anything about how much someone 
cares about their job, about what’s 
going on, from watching them on 
TV on the sideline. 

“And throwing down field — 
people think I don’t want to go 
down held? I have a strong arm and 
I don’t want to go down held? I love 
to throw the ball down held, but you 
just can’t throw it down field when 
there’s nothing there. If you do that, 
then you’re just asking for trouble.”

Baltimore beats up 
on lesser teams as it 
stays in playoff hunt 

RAVENS I The Baltimore Ravens 
make no apologies for their 6-0 
record against losing teams, nor 
do they care about their perceived 
inability to hang with the NFL 
elite.

squad entering the season, yet the 
two teams have raised eyebrows 
across the country with recent wins 
against top-tier programs.

Tommy 
Amaker, who was fired after failing 
to reach the NCAA tournament in 
six seasons. Beilein prefers to run a 
1-3-1 zone defense and a transition- 
based offense reliant upon three- 
point shooting. 

His players, however, naturally 
possessed talents ill-suited to exe- 
cute those schemes.

A new Philadelphia 
museum showcases 
the history of race cars 

ATTRACTIONS I For more than 20 
years, Fred Simeone kept his price- 
less collection of vintage racing cars 
in a nondescript garage downtown. 
Hed give private tours to other car 
collectors and enthusiasts, but the 
automotive gems remained largely 
hidden from public view. 

Not anymore. Simeone now has 
a museum for his more-than 60 rare 
racers, which span the 20th century 


and include models by Alfa Romeo, 
Aston Martin and Bugatti. 

The cars run from big, boxy 
antiques to sexy, streamlined sport- 
sters and include winners of pres- 
tigious races at Nurburgring, Le 
Mans and Sebring.

Strategy Behind Chess 


Adrien Brody crafted 
his ‘Cadillac Records’ 
character with care 

SHAPE-SHIFTER I As a youngster, 
Adrien Brody enjoyed entertain- 
ing family and friends with magic 
tricks. 

“The idea of creating an illusion 
and kind of pulling the wool over 
somebody’s eyes and watching their 
fascination from that was phenom- 
enal,” the lanky actor recalls. 

Brody ultimately took a different 
path, although acting also involves 
tricking an audience sometimes. 

At 29, he became the young- 
est actor in a leading role to win 
an Academy Award. It was for his 
heartbreaking portrayal of Holo- 
caust survivor Wladyslaw Szpilman 
in Roman Polanski’s “The Pianist.” 
Brody spent months practicing the 
piano to portray the musician as 
he faced extreme adversity during 
World War II. 

The New York City-born actor 
once again enters the musical 
realm in his newest film, “Cadil- 
lac Records.” He portrays Chess 
Records co-founder Leonard 
Chess, a Polish-Jewish immigrant 
who introduced white audiences 
to rhythm and blues starting in 
the 1950s. He found little known 
black artists and recorded their 



music for his small Chicago label. 
The label was home to such legend- 
ary performers as Muddy Waters, 
Chuck Berry, Marion “Little Wal- 
ter” Jacobs, John Lee Hooker, Bo 
Diddley and Etta James. 

The musical drama chronicles 
the rise of the record label and 
Chess’ relationships with his tal- 
ented but unpredictable artists. 
Chess rewarded them with shiny 
new Cadillacs, but he was also a 
man of questionable morals. 

Brody brushed up with articles 
and books about Chess. He also 
talked to Chess’ son, Marshall, 
and others who knew the man. “I 
tried to be true to what I felt was 
the essence of Leonard,” says the 
actor. “Leonard was this guy who 
was a very forceful and hardened 
individual, but also he probably had 
compassion.” 

Brody didn’t feel as pressured as 
some of his co-stars, who depict- 
ed beloved performers, some of 
whom are still alive. “The more 
well-known a person is you’re play- 
ing, the more pressure there is on 
the actor to embody their qualities 
and do them justice,” he says. “For 
me, there was a little bit of leeway, 
because although the history of 
Leonard Chess and his family are 
documented, there isn’t that much 
of him out in the media.” angela

WEEZY I Lil Wayne: guitar hero. 
Who would have thought? 

It seems like every time you see 
the froggy-voiced rap superstar 
these days, he has a guitar strapped 
over his shoulder. Or, often, he’s just 
pretending to play. 

Last month, Lil Wayne became 
the first rapper ever to perform at 


the Country Music Awards, appear- 
ing with Kid Rock for his mash- 
up hit “All Summer Long.” Weezy 
gripped the neck of his electric 
guitar loosely but commandingly; 
deep in concentration, he executed 
a blistering solo. 

Although Lil Wayne has the 
intensity of a golden guitar god 
down pat, his technique can be dis- 
tracting for anyone who knows his 
or her way around a six-string. 

The video for his latest single, 
“Mrs. Officer/Comfortable,” pro- 


vides a somewhat jarring juxta- 
position with the strains sampled 
in the song, seeing Weezy working 
away at the bottom of the instru- 
ment’s neck with his thumb. 

Weezy ’s so-awful-they’re-bril- 
liant noodlings reached their apo- 
gee in April, when he performed his 
No. 1 hit “Lollipop” on “Saturday 
Night Live.” Again, he whipped out 
his guitar and gave it his all, proving 
he wouldn’t know a chord if it were 
wrapped around his tremolo bar.

Exercise Global Mind Control 


Common aims to put 
his stamp on party 
scenes everywhere 

NEW VIBE I Common has always 
been known for his pensive lyrics, 
but the veteran rapper is trying out 
a new style on the upcoming album 
“Universal Mind Control.” 

Due out Dec. 9 after numerous 
delays (which Common blames on 
his burgeoning acting career), “Uni- 
versal Mind Control” doesn’t feature 
beats from such usual producers as 
No ID, Kanye West and the late J. 
Dilla. Instead, the Neptunes’ Phar- 
rell Williams and OutKast producer 
Mr. DJ are behind the boards for 


Common’s most pop-driven work 
to date. The first single, “Univer- 
sal Mind Control (UMC),” featur- 
ing Williams, plucks its rhythm 
from Afrika Bambaataa’s “Planet 
Rock” as Common rhymes about 
“booties dropping ... styling and 
being fly.” 

“I wanted to do what I felt was 
missing from my catalog — songs 
that could be played at parties inter- 
nationally,” Common says. “I just 
came off tour with N*E*R*D, and 
crowds really felt ‘Universal Mind 
Control (UMC).”’ 

Common is revered in hip-hop 
circles and beyond for his creative 
storytelling. His witty 1994 single “I 
Used to Love H.E.R.,” which chron- 


icled the changes that hip-hop has 
endured as a genre, is hailed as a 
classic and emulated by many new 
artists. But he’s never been shy about 
taking chances with his sound. 

“When you come up with a new 
sound, it takes time for people to 
take a liking to it,” Common says. 
“The music is the future of progres- 
sive hip-hop. It’s colorful and a little 
electronic.” 

With Williams and Mr. DJ as 
the sole producers, the album show- 
cases the chart-driven catchiness 
of the Neptunes and the alternative 
quality of OutKast. “Everywhere” 
has a guitar line reminiscent of Pat 
Benatar’s “Love Is a Battlefield,” 
while “Gladiator” finds Common 


fiercely rhyming over a ’20s-style 
horn wail, driving drums and thick 
bass. “Punch Drunk Love,” possibly 
the second single, features a catchy 
chorus from West, who is other- 
wise absent. “Am I crazy? Or were 
you giving me the eye?” he raps. 
“Kanye was focusing on his Glow in 
the Dark show, so he wasn’t able to 
make it to the studio to weigh in,” 
Common says. 

Common is busy with film work. 
Having already acted alongside Den- 
zel Washington in “American Gang- 
ster” and Angelina Jolie in “Wanted,” 
Common will play the character 
Barnes in the highly anticipated 
2009 film “Terminator Salvation.”

DEBUT I Golden earrings in the 
shape of eagles beckon from a dis- 
play case. A framed replica of the 
Declaration of Independence (with 
accompanying quill) hangs from a 
wall. A woven scene of the U.S. Capi- 
tol on a blanket, dubbed the “Capi- 
tol Comforter,” lies neatly folded 
in a corner. It’s American patriot 
heaven. And that’s just what’s in 
one of the Capitol Visitor Center’s 
two gift shops. 

The 580,000-square-foot facil- 
ity, which opened to the public Tues- 
day, is dazzling. As visitors descend 
two escalators to the central Eman- 
cipation Hall, the underground

Companies revive 
tried-and-true toys 
from past generations 

Counting dollars this holiday sea- 
son, Tom De Santes wants to avoid 
buying high-priced techno gadgets 
as gifts for his two sons. 

Instead, he is going to buy the 
boys, ages 6 and 7 , a classic from his 
own childhood: Lincoln Logs.

Robots,” Slinky and Colorforms — 
said sales this season indicate a ris- 
ing interest in old favorites. 

Though most sales will occur 
over the next few weeks, Moe said 
Junior Tinkertoys, Lincoln Logs 
and toy instruments have been 
among the big sellers in the past 
few months. 

“It’s instinctive in tough times 
to reach back to a happier, simpler 
time,” he said. “Parents remember 
how much they loved those toys 
and want that same happiness for 
their children.” 

Lauren Horsley, who has 5- and 
1-year-old boys and a 3-year-old girl, 
plans to buy Tinkertoys, a Cabbage 
Patch Kid and classic board games 
Sorry! and Hungry Hungry Hippos 
this holiday season. The 29 -year-old 
from Salt Lake City said she finds 
value in the toys’ quality and uni- 
versal appeal. 

“We just bought our first house 
this fall, and with the economy so 
unstable, we need to be as conserva- 
tive as possible to ensure that we pay 
our bills,” she said. “A lot of pricey.

faddish toys aren’t going to do our 
children much good if we don’t keep 
a roof over their heads.” 

Parents aren’t the only ones look- 
ing again at classic toys. Toy makers 
are also turning to the old standbys 
as they face steep prices for com- 
modities like resin used to make 
many toys and tough competition 
from electronic gadgets. 

Holiday toy sales are often 
spurred by hit toys, with popular- 
ity driving shortages, creating more 
demand — as with the “Tickle Me 
Elmo” craze of 1996 and the Ninten- 
do Wii, which has run into shortages 
since it was introduced in 2006. 

This year, however, “not much 
is selling at all,” says BMO Capital 
Markets analyst Gerrick Johnson. 
While he believes shopping will 
pick up as the holidays get closer, 
he expects total sales to be down 
about 2 percent this year.
